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As We See It: 


Once Again City Will Face 
Problem of Bicycle Parking 


The Christmas season will soon be at hand and with it 
will come the annual warning from the police, and the issu- 
ance of citations to youngsters who persist in parking their 
bicycles on the sidewalk. 

The problem becomes most noticeable during the 
Yuletide season because the area’s youngsters like to see 
what Santa might bring. And they ride into town, only to 
find that there are very few racks at which they can park 
their trusty iron steeds. 

It gets dark early, in mid-December. The streets can 
be expected to be artificially lighted before the normal 
store-closing hour of 6 p.m. Thus the possibility of a bad 
accident, involving a pedestrian tripping over a bicycle, 
becomes apparent. 

The normal way of dealing with the problem of what 
to do with all those bicycles is the repressive one. It’s the 
same system used to “regulate” motor vehicle traffic, and 
its uses are limited. 

For instance, when a police agency feels it can’t deal 
with traffic congestion at a given intersection, it installs a 
light, thereby stopping traffic, somewhat regulating the 
problem but increasing the congestion while eliminating 
forward motion and the possibility of accidents. 

For another instance, where traffic is heavy, law en- 
forcement officers make every cffort to make sure every- 
body observes the speed limit. This doesn’t get the motor- 
ists off the congested stretch of highway sooner but it does 
help assure that they'll be alive. 

Another instance: parking. 

Menlo Park has done better than most cities in deal- 
ing with this problem; the town has publicly-owned plazas. 
The normal repressive method is to set limits on the amount 
of time anybody can leave his auto in a given space, then 
pretend that no parking problem exists. 

In neither of the first two of the above three examples 
does the normal “solution” come anywhere near dealing 
with the actual problem. It’s a matter of sweeping the 
dirt under the rug, then pretending it doesn’t exist. 

Let’s hope that Menlo Park can show the same fore- 
thought in dealing with the bicycle problem as it has, in 
past years, in dealing with the auto parking problem. 

Maybe the city could arrange to provide a few more 
bicycle racks, ee located?
